Are you trying to be a model of » patience?

A. a parent, you know the importance of 


accepting your youngsters as they are, not as 
you wish they might be. But do you grant this 
same tolerance to yourself? Or are you holding 
yourself up to such impossibly high standards 
that you frequently feel inadequate, guilty 
about the way you deal with your children? 

It's a common dilemma, and littl wonder. 
Leaf through a current issue of any popular 
magazine, and you get this sort of composite 
picture of the ideal parents of today—ever pa- 
ticnt, ever loving, with the latest information on 
scientific child care at the tip of their tongues, 
yet responding instinctively to their children’s 
necds. From her spotless kitchen, the mother 
serves meals perfectly balanced and nutrition- 
ally correct to the last calorie. She is by turns 
nurse, P.T.A. chairman, music teacher, and 
scamstress, yet she takes out hours and hours to 
romp with her offspring 

It is clear that we have put Mother on sucha 
pedestal that few of us can hope to do more 
than touch the hem of her robe. But instead of 
accepting our faults with our virtues, too many 
of us struggle hopelessly for perfection. As one 
pediatrician said to me, “Feelings of parental 
inadequacy are our biggest obstacle these days.” 


As an example, Bob Norbert was a parent who 
felt that somehow he was failing his children, 
though he didn’t understand why or how. He 
worked hard at his job in the city, hurried 
home from his office, often standing all the way 
in a crowded bus, just so he’d have time to play 
with his kids before dinnertime. But the play 
sessions seemed always to end with the children 
crying, Bob himself angry, and Helen, his wife, 
plainly exasperated with him and the children. 
Finally, in disgust, Bob retired behind his 
newspaper as soon as he reached home in the 
evening. 

But, hearing his children playing happily 
without him, he wondered miserably, “Why 
can’t I get along with my kids? Other men do.” 
Neither Bob nor his wife realized that it was his 
tiredness, not Bob himself, that caused the

> love? 


> selflessness? 


trouble. His efforts to be a “pal” to his young- 
sters were tense and strained rather than easy 
and natural. 

Strangely enough, it is when you try hard to 
be a model parent that you are most apt to be a 
problem to your offspring. 

It was that way with Nancy Blaine. When 
Dickie was born, Nancy gave up most of her 
outside contacts, skimmed her housework, and 
let her hairdo go to the dogs while she concen- 
trated on boiling and scrubbing and worrying 
over his care. Every bump, every case of sniffles 
she took as a reflection on her maternal ability 
She thought it was terrible when other mothers 
spoke casually of illness and minor accidents as 
part and parcel of childhood, but sometimes 
she found herself envying the carefree, easy way 
they had with their children, and their greater 
leisure. 


Was it worth it? At first Nancy thought so. 
But Dickie and, later, baby Sue somehow 
never seemed to blossom despite their careful 
tending. They were pale and listless, clung to 
Nancy, were timid about trying things on their 
own. 

Old Mrs. Brown down the street said Nancy 
had fussed over them till they were spineless 
In her misplaced maternal zeal, Nancy had for- 
gotten to rely on the ability of her children to 
learn from experience; to solve some of their 
own problems. Setting impossibly high stand- 
ards for herself, she had failed to take the 
children into partnership with her in quest of 
their health and happiness. 

Mary Burdeck was another girl who set out 
to be a model mother with capital M’s. Mary 
started out in much the same fashion as Nancy, 
worrying over her babies to the exclusion of 
outside activities. But Mary was deeply con- 
cerned, too, that her house should be immac- 
ulate, and meals be served on the dot. She 


wanted to be a “good mother,” and a “good 
manager,” and some of the inevitable clutter 
of early childhood—toys not put away, mud
